Humanizing Conviets 


Colorado is experimenting along 
new lines, and apjirently with a con- 
siderable degree o: success, in its 
treatment of men convicted of ser- 
ious offences. The idea of the state 
authorities is that th» convict system 
should be humanized. Acting on this 
view they some \ime ago appointed to 


|the position of warden of the peni- 


tentiary a man who had had no exper- 
ience whatever with prisons, but who 
had strong faith in the possibility of 
regenerating even the worst type of 
criminals. He began his reform by 
taking as many o7 the prisoners as 


| were willing to give him their pledge 


that they would not attempt to escape, 
out into the road cemps. He hag now 
300 out of a total of 725 convicts en- 
gaged in building the state roads. 
They work under unarmed overseers 
and wear ordinary blue or khaki suits. 
There is every cpportunity for escap> 
but since the establish nt of tho 
road camps less tlan one-‘alf of one 
per cert. of the men so trusted have 
escaped. 

For every thirty days spent in a 
road camp a ten days’ reduction ‘s al- 


lowed in the convict’s term. The 
men work eiglt hours a day and 
j sleep six together in an open tent. It 


is said that under the system there 
have been marvellous transformations 
among the mos. degraded of tke con- 
victs. The healthy work venefits ther: 
physically and the confidence reposed 
in them, together with the humane 
treatment they receive seems to have 
a moral influence, which surprises 
those whose know'edge of convicts is 
confined to the driving methods prac- 
in the institutions of other 
states. In the winter time there is 
a night school for the men, an orches- 
tra, a business school, manual train- 
ing classes, and those who are addict- 
ed to the liquor or drug habits are 
given the best medical treatment. The 
warden says that 26 per cent. of the 
men were brought to the penitentiary 
through whiskey. Some of the fea- 
tures of the system seem well worth

He is a made boy from that time on 
and the love of the art is thencefor- 
ward fixed for him; but teach him to 
temper his enthusiasm, and do not al- 
low his excitement to render him 
careless “vith his gun. 

When you come to the wagon see 
that he takes out his shells.

Teach him, also, 
the courtesy of the field—to shoot the 


birds that come on his own side, and| people may read at their ease 
never to be eager to claiiu a bird onj}to very little.
